Oo. D. Zimring of Chicago, the

He prepared the ex- 
hibits, intended ‘to show through 
quotation of authorities and pre- 
sentation of statistics that better 
pay increases efficiency (Henry 
Ford ~’as quoted on that) and that 
other labor was better off than the 
St. Louis carmen and shopmen. He 
had employed trained St. Louis so- 
cial workers, he explained, in an 
investigation of the cost of living 
here, obtaining local prices on the 
items of the family budget listed as | 
the minimum requirements by the 
Fedetal Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

The result of this inquiry showcd | 
that a typical family of man and | 
wife with three children betwecn | 
2 and 14 years old required $2287 | 
a year for the bare necessaries and | 
the minimum of other things. such, 
as occasional car fare for the wife 
and children, infrequent visits to 
the movies and 25 cents a week 
for church. 

Smaller amounts would be need- 
ed for smaller families, down to, 
$1897 for a man and wife and a 
girl of 6 or a boy of 2. 

The average annual pay of a car 
man here is $1554, according to the

Assuming 100 as the index tor 
union hourly pay in the United 
States in 1923 (the year on which 
most of the comparisons were 
‘based), the general index has risen 
to 123.2, but the index for &t. 
Louis motormen, and conductors 
was 100 in 1923, increased to 193 
the next year, when their maxi- 
mum hourly pay was increased 
from 65 to 67 cents, and it has re- 
mained at that level since: if their 
wages had been raised commen- 
surate with all union labor, the 
maximum rate would be at leant 
80 cents an hour. 

Average hourly pay of 56 union 
trades in St. Louis in 1923 *-as 
99% cents, but is $1.18 now, an 
average increase of 18.6 per cent 
compared with 3 per cent for the 
car men. Fifty-four of the otn¢«r 
trades had increases, the boiler- 
makers getting the largest, 06.2 
} per cent, and the bakers the s:aall- 
est, 5.9 per cent, and the othcr 
itwo had not been decreased. 

Car men throughout the country 
have received an average wage in- 
crease of 8 per cent since 1923, 
compared with the local 3 per cent, 
according to the index measure- 
ment, but the general increase wes 
13.1 per cent, compared with 3 
per cent, on the basis of actua’ ra‘e 
of pay in cents; the average homly 
rate in the country in 1922 was 
60.3 cents and now is 68.2 cents. 

Increase Since 1923. 

In the following cities exceeding 
500,000 in population carmen re- 
ceive the increases noted, as be- 
tween 1923 and 1928: Chicago, 70 
to 76 cents; Detroit, 62% to 75 
cents; Cleveland, 60 to 72 cents; 
St. Louis, 65 to,47 cents; Boston,

JARDINE URGES MORE CORN 
BE FED TO CATTLE AND HOGS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Secre- | 
tary Jardine has advised farmers | 
to feed an additional 59,099.000 | 
bushels of corn to cattle, hogs and 
poultry this year in order to utilize 
the bumper crop anticipated in re- 
cent reports issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

“Normally about 85 per cert of 
the corn crop is fed to domestic 
animals,’ he stated, “but it is often 
advisable to vary the proportion, 
thereby preventing undue disturb- 
ance of either corn or livestock 
prices. In the economic machinery 
of agriculture, the utilization, of 
surplus crops by livestock can be 
made to act as a governor in main- | 
taining smooth operation.” |

HE fritillarias, members of the 

lily family, furnish two very 

interesting bulbs for early ip~'ng 
in the crown imperial, fritillaria 
imperialis, and the guinea hen 
flower or checkered lily, fritillaria 
meleagris, whose inch-wide dr°op- 
ping bells bear a pattern in purple 
and white or light and dark purple 
like a checkerboard. The crown 
imperial is the largest and tallest 
growing of the spring bulbs It 
sends up a stout stem to a he‘ght 
of from two to three feet sur- 
mounted by a tuft of glossy f>l- 
iage from beneath which dJrvop 
a circle of large orange to bright 
red bells. It is a stately plant for 
the back of the border. 


The bulbs are huge in size and 
often cause the purchaser tu be- 
lieve he has been given worthiess 
bulbs because there is a big hole 
in the middle of them. This ia the 
nature of the bulb and the hole he- 
longs there. Failure often resu’ts 
from planting these bulbs as deep- 
ly in the earth as one would « Iiry. 
hyacinth or daffodil. They should 
not have more than two inches of

soil above them. Set too dzepil~ 
they send up stems but do not 
bloom and gradually dwindle and 
disappear. Once established thev 
are long-lived subjects. They do 
not, however, flourish in light soils 
without special care. 

The checkered lilies are more in- 
teresting than beautiful with ihe 
exception of the pure white va- 
riety but make an attractive rroup 
of siender stems with grassy ‘ol- 
iage from which swing the ch-ck- 
ered bells. They make fine com- 
panions for the dwarf white and 
pale yellow dwarf iris. Once estab- 
lished they are steady residents 
and self-sow and multiply if left 
to their own devices. They are 
well worth a place in the border 
because of their peculiar structure 
and coloring.
